State School, employed by a nursing hom, are subject to the 
provisions of the minimum ware Jaw. (RSA 279, as amended). 


Our answer is in the affirmative. 


RSA 279122, a8 amendad, provides 
for the employment of pernons whose earnings are impaired by 
azo or mental deficiency and seid section sets a mandatory 
minimum of 65¢ per hour upon application made to the Comnissioner 
of Lebor. I umerstsnd from your lotter that the application 
wes not made in the instant case. 


The allowance of £12 per weok for 
room and board credit could, of course, be adjusted in the light 
of changing eccnomic conditionse . 


The special license provisions con- 
tained in RSA 279011 are not applicable in the instant case since 


the minimun ware rates contained in RSA 279122 were established ' 
py the Legislature and not by the Commissioner.
